American schools triéd a number of new things — hew curriculum 
content. and new approaches to the teaching-learning processes — during 
tthe two decades from 1950 to 1970. Itis fair to say that not all new ideas 
were the choices of educators. With the advent of Sputnik and public fear 
‘of an American lag in scientific technology, pressure was brought to bear 
upan schools to produce a new'science, a new math, and eventually a new 
social studies and a new English, most of which have now into 
disrepute, Educators, however, even in the face of external pressure to 
adopt new programs, still had the indisputable responsibility for testing 
programs gingerly and evaluating them in terms of ultimate benefit to 
students. Programs are neither good nor bad by virtue of age. Careful 
sorting in terms of end results should determine what to retain and what 
to replace. 

Since 1970, inflation, spiralling costs, and the parallel increase in 
taxes which support the public education enterprise, coupled with 
demands for a more meaningful high school diploma, have triggered a 
“back-to:the-basics” movement across the nation, Schools that have done 
‘& responsible job of evaluating, sorting, discarding and adopting 
curriculum content and methods:will not need a “retum” to that which 
has never been abandoned. They do, however, need to adopt a “forward- 
‘with-the-basics” slogan, to insure that every student leaves schoo! with 
the fundamental learnings needed to be a contributing member of society. 

Traditionally, secondary schools have done a creditable job of 
preparing their graduates for college. Until a few short years ago, the 
holding power of most high schools was largely confined to college-bound 
students, with the result that large numbers of students dropped out. In 
fact, at the turn of the century only six percent of youth finished high 
school, compared with 80 percent today. About half of today's high school 
graduates go on to further education. 

But schools must do more than just enroll large 
numbers of students, Not only must students be equipped 
with the fundamental skills which are the tools of 
advanced learning (the 3 R’s), but in order to par 
meaningfully in today’s complex society, they should have a 
perspective that is provided by sound historical knowledge, 
fan acquaintance with other cultures of the world, some 
knowledge and understanding of science, an appreciation 
of the role of the arts in both the history of man and in 

‘contemporary life, and a knowledge of safe and healthful 
fiving penctioey, 

ile the curriculum af the elementary school student is 
overwhelmingly keyed to reading, writing, and arithmetic, secondary 
schools.can scarcely hope to retain students until graduation if they a 
confined.to a 3-R's diet. This, of course, is not to say that the: 
fundamental skills should not be further developed at the high school 
level. In order to function as a competent citizen, constant application 
and continual refinement of the skills acquired earlier are necessary, for it 
“ig upon this firm foundation that a good basic education, as described 
above, rests, .

Off-Campus Education is a state approved work-training program providing 

students, sixteen years or older, with entry level skills necessary to gain employment 
‘upon graduation. it includes cooperative education in which an employer in business or 
industry provides a training station for the atudent-learner to develop skills necessary 
for an occupation. It also includes extended campus training in health occupations and 
cosmetology. 
,_-Students are employed in jobs during the school day. A student's time is devoted 
‘to required courses for graduation and a study of related and technical information for 
his or her job. A teacher-coordinator serves as liaison between employer and the schoo! 
and a training plan is worked out between the employer and teacher-coordinator. 

‘Areas of training include cosmetology, health occupations, agricultural 
occupations, distributive education, industrial occupations, personal and public 
services and office occupations. 

Benefits to Employers 

There is prior screening of applicants, school discipline prevails while student is 
on the job, part-time employees are provided, a source of training for future skilled full 
time employees is provided, provides a service to the community, school and student by 
helping to train skilled responsible citizens, and participate in curriculum 
development. 

Benefits to students 


Students earn and learn, school credit is given for training on-the-job, work habits 
and attitudes for maturity are developed, help is provided in career choices and 
students are many times gaining initial work experience. 

Cosmetology 

For three hours a day, the public school setting for approximately sixty high school 
juniors and seniors shifts from North and South High Schools to a different type of 
‘school setting. Capri Beauty Academy and Granite City School of Beauty Fashion is the 
new setting. Learning to be a beautician is the purpose. This is a part of the high school 
curriculum called Off-Campus Education and more specifically extended classroom 
training 

‘According to the state of Illinois, any extended classroom program must 

1. Provide a training plan for each student. 

2. Provide planned and rotated job experiences duiring the week 

3: Insure that all students participate in job experiences in the same blocks of 
time with a qualified teacher available tq supervise in the extended campus facility 
during that time frame. 

4. Provide a teacher who plans, supervises, and evaluates students lab 
experiences. 

Granite City students can participate in this program over a two year period. 
Students accumulate 1,500 hours of training on school time which meets the state 
requirement allowing them to qualify to take the state exam to become a licensed 
beautician. Students participate during the junior and senior year as well as the 
summer between the junior and senior year. All tuitional fees are paid by the school 

district through a contractual arrangement with the two beauty schools. 

‘Shop owners Pegy Thomason of Capri and Earl and Marcella Tucker of Granite.City 
School of Beauty have been well satisfied with the program and find working with high 
school students refreshing and challenging. Each shop owner has employed some 
former students as instructors in their schools. Laura Dyer Kessler, Karen Ozburn and 
Debbie Schnetke at Capri 

Julie Akring is employed at Granite City School of Beauty. Mrs. Akring also serves 
on the Citfzens Advisory Commission and is the immediate past chairperson of the 
committee. 

Ms, Thomason added, “The orientation and screening process has improved 
greatly which makes for added interest on the part of students who come down here.” 

Health Occupations ‘ 

Allied health occupations make up the rest of the extended classroom program 
St. Elizabeth’s Hospital of Granite City has offered much assistance in setting up a 
nurse aide, unit clerk, and operating room technician programs. Students spend a 
portion of their time in classroom situations concentrating on theory and procedures 
and a portion of their time rotating to different locations for clinical experience. Dr. 
Obert Lay was one of the initiators of the idea because he believed local people could 
be trained for these positions. Miss Virginie Foster is the health occupations 
coordinator for the Granite City Public Schools. Miss Foster has also helped develop 
curriculum for the Ith occupations program. 

Hospital staff also assist in their training of these students. Shirley Wendel, 
Director of the Operating Room, helps in preparations for studénts training these and 
Gail Fraizer serves as instructor for students learning to be unit clerks. 

St. Elizabeth's has worked with students since 1971 and in the spring of 1979, 
Oliver C. Anderson will begin.as association with-the Granite City Public Schools to 


“FITNESS IS FUN” 


Over the years the Athletic Program in the secondary schools has been referred to 
as extra curricular activities. This is indeed a misnomer in our modern day society. If @ 
designation is necessary, athletics is truly co-curricular and is as important to the 
development of youth in our total educational process as any other academic area. The 
athletic program is an extension of the required physical education program in that it 
provides an area of advancement for the highly skilled physical education student 
much the same as accelerated academic classes provide advancement for the highly 
skilled academic student. 

The values gained by.“he male student athlete have been so recognized nation 
wide that Title IX, as mandated by the federal government, requires that athletic 
programs provide similar programs for the female student. We are presently 
implementing athletic programs for girls; offering the same exposure of competitive 
experiences to girls that is so vital in today’s whirlwind environment 

Health Education and Physical Education programs are considered to be equally 
essential to total youth development and are mandated programs as outlined in the 
Illinois School Code. Our curriculums in these two areas are presently undergoing 
Consterable change in offerings designed to better meet the needs of our changing 

imes.. 

Our present emphasis in Physical Education is centered around co-educational 
offerings, lifetime activities, basic team sports, and physical fitness with our present 
facilities being utilized to over maximum porportions. Our programs are varied and 
generally well received by the student body. 

Our Health Education programs are certainly different than the programs taught in 
our yester-year society when personal health habits, nutrition, and first aid were 
considered the staple curriculum. Today's pace and environment requires course 
material in all of the above, as well as, drug abuse. ecological relationships, disease 
control, human sexuality and family life, mental-emotional health, and other varied 
areas. 

Have we strayed from the basics in these three areas? Absolutely not! We have 
maintained the basic concept, but have changed our thinking as to what is basic. Times 
have certainly changed, our basic philosophy and goals are to change with the times in 
order to meet the needs of our students in today's world.

‘As with each vocational program, Off-Campus Education has a citizens advisory 
committee working with it. Thése committees are made up of business persons, forme! 
students, and interested citizens, Don Wolf of Wolf Manufacturing is currently serving 
as the advisory committee chairperson. This is Wolf's third year on the committee and 
fifth year of working with the high school off-campus program. 
Personal and Public Service Programs 

The Cooperative Education program is offered at both GCHS-North and GCHS- 
South. This program is designed to give high school students experience in a chosen 
vocation or an opportunity for career exploration 

The Personal and Public Service Area covers a wide variety of service occupations, 
the largest being Food Service. There are approximately 20 Restaurants and Fast Food 
Services at this time in Granite City and the St. Louis Metropolitan area that employ 
“Co-op” students, 

Other service occupations include: personal services as nurses aides, dental 
assistants, day care aides and recreational aides. 

The students involved in the program have had various lead up and introductory 
courses to give them background for their work experience. These students also take @ 
related course concurrently with their work experience. The course is offered to help 
students discuss problems and situations that may arise on the job. 

The students are under the superivision of a qualified coordinator. The 
coordinators are Mrs. Barbara Coleman—GCHS:South and Mrs. Janet Davinroy—GCHS: 
North. The coordinators’ responsibility is to converse with employers, and discuss 
student progress and/or problems that students are having on the jdb. 

Employers feel the program is a valuable training experience for the students. 


ory Committee 


Many of these employers keep their co-op students on after high school graduation as. 
full time employees. Past co-op students have moved up in the same company to higher 
positions or moved on to other related occupations using their co-op work experience as 
reference. Whether a student moves up or out of a job, they have had a valuable work 
experience in an educational setting. By having work experience in an educational 
‘system, the job and what it entails becomes more meaningful for the students. 


SCIENCE q 


SCIENCE OUTLINE 


The science Program provides the opportunity for all students to gain a basic 
knowledge of science in order to function in an ever-increasingly science-oriented 
‘world. Opportunities are also provided for further study for those students who wish to 
pursue a career in the sciences. 

Science courses as taught on the secondary level include a survey of life and 
physical science which is taken by many students to meet the one year science 
requirement for graduation. Three year long courses deal with biological topics. Two 
years of chemistry are offered. One year each of physics and earth science are offered. 
A course to help preparé students for health careers has been instituted during the past 


two years. 
“IT ALL ADDS UP...” 


The mathematics offerings at the secondary level provide a complete program. 
Attempts have been made to have a course available for each student which serves his 
needs based on his ability, background, and grade level. 

‘A student may begin with algebra in grade eight and proceed through the 
traditional college preparatory courses until he has completed two semesters of 
calculus. Or, he may begin his algebra in grade nine and have a college prep course 
available each semester until graduation. It is possible to follow this latter course and 
by taking two math courses for each of two semesters still complete the two calculus 
courses. 

‘A student may elect to begin his high school math with general math in grade 
ine. Other non-college bound courses then available to him are vocational 
measurements, Intermediate Math I and I (between general math and algebra), and a 
one semester course called Refresher Math I. At any time it seems advisable students 
may switch from this program to the college prep program. 

‘A two semester sequence of half hour honors courses in which selected topics of 
special interest not found in the regular texts are presented is available to superior 
students. Finally, in the calculator course a student may learn to use desk and hand 
held calculators to perform simple arithmetic operations and proceed, if he wishes, to 
writing sophisticated programs. 


“TAKING CARE OF BUSINESS” 


Students electing business courses in the high schools of illinois are outnumbered 
only by those students taking the required courses in English and social studies. A 
major purpose of business-education is to provide the knowledge every person needs to 
handle his financial affairs and to perform the duties of a good citizen. Of major 
importance, however, is the fact that professional, office, and sales workers have 
increased faster than any other occupational classification during the past decade, and 
this trend continues. Therefore, business education is the key that will open the door to 
an excellent job in the business world. 


READIN 


Success in school, in continuing education, and in daily living is contingent upon 
learning and applying the skills required to read with understanding. Indeed, 
comprehending the printed word might well be a condition of survival in given 
circumstances: following traffic signs, reading dosage directions on medicines, reading 
instructions for the operation of mechanical equipment, etc. It comes as no surprise, 
then, that schools place high and early priority on reading instruction. 

Emphasis upon reading in the curriculum in the schools of District No. 9.can be 
identified in a number of aspects of the total educational program, ranging from the 
formal use of 2 basal program common to all elementary schools to the working 
philosophy that “every teacher is a reading teacher,” regardless of level of teaching 
assignment or subject matter taught. Lending additional important emphasis to 
instructional needs in reading are elementary learning centers, resource teachers, 
reading labs, the Title | program, objective-referenced and norm-referenced testing 

« programs: (designed to diagnose reading deficiencies and prescribe instructional 
needs), secondary Reading Skills and literature courses, and the district's Independent 
Reading’Program for elementary students. 

Through these efforts the district serves’a broad range of individual cifferences in 

students’ abilities, learning rates, and experience backgrounds to develop independent 


reading power. 
ENGLISH 


The English Department offers approximately twenty courses which take into 
consideration the abilities and preferences of students. Thpse enrolled in the general 
and college preparatory curriculums take seven semesters of English and one of Oral 
Communication. Composition and literature courses, meeting a wide range of interests 
as well as needs, are designed to provide numerous writing experiences and afford 
opportunity to improve communication skills in writing and speaking.

DISTRIBUTIVE EDU ATION : 


Distributive Education is a cooperative program in vocational education where the 
local businesses and schools cooperate in training high school students in occupational 
skills, This is the first year for our district to offer this program. Andrea Brodzingki ts 
the coordinator at South, and Judi Sparks is the coordinator at North. t 

Distributive Education is a vocational education program that combines work a 
study for students interested in merchandising, marketing, management, and servi 
‘occupations, The students are in school four hours each day and work four hours, eithe 
in the morning or afternoon, They take a class related to their work experience taught, 
by their coordinator and three other classes. The 0.E, student is paid for the hours tie, 
works and his experience serves as a laboratory in which he can practice the material, 
he learns in the classroom. This helps them develop in both the practical and academ! 
areas. 

The general objectives of this program are: § 

1. To prepare certain high schoo! students vocationally for initial marketing*jObs. 
in areas such as sales, manufacturing, staring, transportation, financing, stock contr 
wholesaling, and retailing  * 

2. To aid the student-learner in acquiring general skills and knowledge applicable: 
to all distributive occupations and also in acquiring specialized skills and knowledge 
applicable to the training station where he is placed. This background prepares te 
student-learner for advancement on the job.  e 

3. Té provide a technical background for some college-bound students who pla} 
to study business and marketing in college. é 

4. To make certain contributions of general education to the high school students 
who participate in this program, 

Itis recommended that students take the retailing course prior to enrolling in the: 
D.E. program. Other business courses may be helpful to the students at their. work’ 
stations. . 


Industrial Occupations ‘ 

‘The area that Al Turner, of South, and Jim*Reid, of North, is concerned with is. 
Industrial Occupations. This area is for Vocational students, basically seniors, who have 
received the first part of their vocational training in the formal classroom situation. The 
capstone of their vocational training is spent in the cooperative education prdgrarm in. 
real work situation under the supervision of a highly qualified person in that particular 
area. The real work situation is intended to offer challenging and varied experiences, 
beyond those that can be found in the formal classroom. The student who graduates, 
with a year of real work experience in his ot her area should be a step ahead of those: 
who graduate with no work experience. Some of these students will step right into a job) 
as an extension of their present co-op jobs upon graduation * 

North and South currently have a variety of work situations represented. examplds' 
of these would be~Sheet Metal Worker Trainee, Heavy Equipment Parts Trainee, 
Maintenance Trainee, Mechanics Helper Trainee, Construction Work Trainee, Electriciafl 
Trainee, Service Station Attendant Trainee, Electrical Assembly Trainee, Welder Trainee, 
and Lomputer Programming Trainee. be 
in conclusion, it would appear that many of these students are gaining a feeling-of 
siiecess, accomplishment, self-esteem, and responsibility that could only be gaitied 
through a combination of the formal classroom training and the real work experience 
afforded by the cooperative education program. The whole program can be attained 
only through the cooperation of Business and Industry that furnishes the many valuable 
work stations. as 


SOCIAL SCIENCES OVERVIEW

programs. Economics may be taken by college prep students in lieu of Social Problems.’ 
All other courses in the Social Studies curriculum are elective. Illinois History i 
offered to students in grade 9 and 10 and may be taken by other grade levels by speci 
permit only. Students at grade 9, 10, 11, and 12 may elect to take World Geogra a 
World Geography 2, or Ethnic Groups.

Basic characteristics of 
our Hospice program: 

(1) Physician-directed 
services. Patiefits can 
remain under the care of 
their primary physician with 
the hospice physician as 
conultant if problems arise 
or, if so desired by the 
patient and-or family and the 
primary physician, the 
hospice physician may 
become the primary 
physician. 

(2) Expertise in the control 
of symptoms—physical, 
psychological, ‘social and 
spiritual—the priority item. 
By the use of previously 
tested combination of drugs, 
to keep the patient pain-free 
and alert by adjusting doses 
of medication on an in- 
dividual basis. To assess 
whether the patient’s pain is 
primarily physical, 
psychological, social or 
spiritual and provide ap- 
propriate services to relieve 
the pain. 

(3) Care is provided by an 
inter disciplinary team. This 
team includes the physician, 
nurses, social worker, 
psychologist, clergy and 
other health care 
professionals, such as 
physical and occupational 
therapists, a dietician, 
lawyer or hairdresser. 
Formal meetings of the team 
will be held each week to 
assess each  patient’s 
problems. 

(4) Service is available 24 
hours a day seven days a 
week. During regular 
working hours, the office will 
be open for emergencies 
patients might have. The 
hospice staff will be on call 
during evening an nighttime 
hours and on weekends. An 
on-call system will be 
developed so that any 


emegency, day or night, will - 


be taken care of promptly by 
a visit to the patient. 
(5) Patient and family as 


the unit of care. No person is 
an island. Terminal illness 
has heavy implications for 
family members as well as 
for the patient. They pass 
through similar stages as 
does the patient in preparing 


‘volunteers 


for his or her death. Family 
members need emotional 
support in order to help care 
for the patient, and to 
promote an open relation: 
ship in dealing with the death 
of a family. member. 

(6) Bereavement follow-up 
services. The family 
members are not forgotten 
after death occurs. Contact 
is maintained for at least a 
year, and if pathological 
grief reactions are present, 
professional help is 
available. In other 
programs, survivors have 
frequently become willing 
volunteers in the hospice 
program. 

(7) Use of volunteers in the 
program. Volunteers bring a 
fresh outlock to the program 
as laymen working with the 
professional team. Many 
times the patient and family 
can identify with the 
much more 
readily than the team 
members. The volunteers 
can provide many services 
to a tired family, such as 
baby-sitting, grocery 
shopping, or patient-sitting 
to allow the primary 
caregiver some time away. 

They can also do many 
types of office work, 
speaking, publicity, etc. This 
helps to defray the cost of 
our operation. In New 
Haven, Conn., nearly one- 
third of the staff is volunteer.

1817 land grant

Mother’s Day was a lovely 
day for Mrs. Wanda Gibson. 

All six of her children were 
home and the traditional day 
set aside to honor one’s 
mother was spent in the 
usual way—opening per- 
sonal gifts, eating a big 
Sunday dinner and watching 
the lively antics of her two 
grandsons. 

Among the gifts she 
received was’an unwrapped 
present from a married son 
that may prove to be in- 
valuable. 

Mrs. Gibson doesn’t know 
its worth, money-wise, but 
its historical value is easy to 
imagine, if authenticated. 

The Mother’s Day gift is a 
parchment document that 
grants 150 acres of land in 
the Territory of Illinois to a 
soldier , named Willis 
Ramsey. 

The signature on the land 
grant is that of James 
Monroe, the fifth President 
of the infant United States of 
America, then in its 42nd 
year. 

The document is in sur- 
prisingly good condition, 
considering it was found in 
an out-of-the-way cupboard 
beneath a pile of rags. 

Most of it is legible, in- 
cluding the signature of 
President Monroe. 

The reverse side of the 
document contains readable 
data relating to the land 
grant’s formal recording at 
the Recorder's . Office, 
Edwardsville, dated 1818. 

The recording information 
includes the statement: “I 
certify that the’ written 
patent duty (was) recorded 
in my office in Book F1, 1818. 

The signature appears to 
be that of a Josiah or Isiah 
Randle. 

The mellowed parchment 
contains printing and written 
statements. 

A portion of it states: 

“Acts of Congress ap- 
propriating and granting 
land to the late:Army of the 
United States (illegible) on 
and since the Sixth Day of 
May, 1812. 

“Warrant in his favour No. 
9287, there is granted unto 
the fair Willis Ramsey, a late 
Private in McIlhenney and 
Company of the 20th 
Regiment of Infantry, a 
certain tract of land con- 
taining 100 and 50 acres in 
the Northeast Quarter of 
Section 35 of Township 13 
South in Range Two West in 
Tract appropriated (by the 
Acts aforesaid) for 
Militaries Bounties in the 
Territory of Illinois. In 
testimony whereof.” 

The document states that 
it originates from the 
“General Land Office, 
Washington, D. C., dated the 
15th Day of December in the 
Year of Our Lord 1817 and of 
the Independence of the 
United States of America the 
42nd by the President 
(signed) James Monroe.” 

A second signature, unlike 
President -Monroe’s bold 
hand, is barely disernible but 
appears to be a Jerimah 
Weigo, or Welgo. 

Mrs. Gibson’s married son 
who lives in Madison found 
the document by chance a 
few days before he delivered 
it to his mother as a gift. 

“He lives in an old house in 
Madison and he was cleaning 
off the back porch and saw 
these little doors: on a cup- 
board, in back of the 
bathroom, to the outside,” 
the mother said. 

She described the dwelling 
as the type that commonly is 
referred to as a “shotgun 
house.” 

“He reached inside and 
found some shingles and 
other stuff, mostly old and 
dirty. He kept feeling around 
inside and pulling out more 
and more junk. 

“Way back inside and 
around a ledge, he pulled out 
a bunch of old rags. 

“The paper was un- 
derneath the rags,’’ she said. 

The document wasn’t the 
only “treasure” found in the 
cupboard that day. 

Mrs. Gibson also has a full 
one pound box of C&H 
Powderéd Sugar. The deep 
and pale blue cardboard 
exterior, copyrighted in 1939, 
is unbroken and its contents 
are soft to the touch. 

A full can of orange pekoe 
Monarch Tea, manufactured 
in Chicago by Reid, Murdoch 
& Co. established 1853, was 
found, along with a half- 
filled bottle of Creacomp, a 
patent medicine which 
promises relief for coughs 
and bronchial symptoms, if 
ingested as directed. by a 
specific number of drops. 

Although Mrs. Gibson’s 
family has had no connection 
with Madison, oddly enough 
arelative by marriage some 
years past was named 
Ramsey. “But, they came

Gasohol now 
available here 


While gasoline supplies 
may be short at some 
stations, a spokesman for the 
Spartan Service Stations 
announced Friday that 
gasohol, a mixture of 
gasoline and alcohol, now is 
available at the Spartan 
station on Highway 111 at 
Route 162, south of Pontoon 
Beach. 

Although the gasohol costs 
about four cents more per 
gallon than . unleaded 
gasoline, experts estimate it 
provides four to five percent 
better mileage, com- 
pensating for the price 
difference.

“We hope it will help 
stretch our allotment of 
gasoline for this month, 
since the gasohol is a mix- 
ture of 90 percent gasoline 
and 10.percent alcohol.

The Cahokia Mounds 
Museum Society will sponsor 
an archaeological field 
school for non-professional 
archaeologists at Cahokia 
Mounds again this summer. 

Purpose of the excavation 
will be to uncover traces of 
the stockade wall which once 
surrounded the central 
portion of the prehistoric 
city. 

Students will receive 
training in the various 
phases of field archaeology 
and laboratory processing, 
including surveying, ex- 
cavation, photography, 
mapping, and the processing 
and identification of ar- 
tifacts. 

The field school is not 
designed to produce 
professinal archaeologists, 
but to stimulate greater 
appreciation for archaeology 
and to provide the public 
with an opportunity to 
participate in a controlled 
archaeological program.

Kitchen design

Thinking of remodeling 
your kitchen? Be sure to doa 
lot of planning before you 
start to work. A poorly 
designed kitchen can be 


difficult and frustrating to- 


work in. 

People spend billions of 
dollars on kitchen con- 
struction, remodeling and 
appliances, But what con- 
sumers buy, even when they 
buy the best of everything, 
does not necessarily result in 


need 


a good kitchen. 

Insufficient planning often 
leads to inadequate kitchens. 
Many new and remodeled 
kitchens aré based upon a 
hasty sketch on the back of 
an envelope. Sometimes 
people buy cabinets or ap- 
pliances before they plan the 
kitchen. One frequent and 
major mistake consumers 
make is to take care of less 
essential items before 
committing space and 
money to basic kitchen 
cabinetry and equipment. 

Thereggp.no kitchen perfect 


for everyone. An efficient 
kitchen must meet the in- 
dividual family’s needs and 
wants, It must accommodate 
the specific house plan and 
the amount of money 
available for desired 
changes. Each situation is 
unique because individual 
families are unique. 

As you start planning, ask 
yourself thése questions. 

Where does my family 
eat preakfast? Lunch? 
Supper? Holiday meals? 
Snacks? 

—Does the family eat 
meals together or in shifts? 

—Who cooks in the kit: 
chen?

What activities other than 
cooking and eating are 
performed in your kitchen?

generally involves three 
major activities at three 
distinct locations: food 
preparation at the 
refrigerator-storage center, 
cooking at the range-cooking 
center, and preparation and 
clean-up at the sink-cleanup 
center. Good kitchen 
planning provides a separate 
work center for each of these 
activities. 

The locations of these 
three work areas form what 
is called ‘‘the work 
triangle.” The three major 
work centers — around the 
refrigerator, sink, and range 
— constitute the triangle’s 
points. When added together, 
the three sides of the triangle 
should not measure more 
than 22 feet. A distance 
greater than that will 
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probably waste steps, time you will find satisfying and 
and energy. But the sides of ,enjoyable to work in. 


the triangle should not 
measure less than 13 feet. 
Less than 13 feet will 
probably not give you 
enough counter, storage or 
work space. 

Many kitchens also have 
supplementary work cen- 
ters. These might include a 
dining center, mixing center, 


portable appliance center | 


and planning center. Sup- 
plementary centers are 
optional, but they help make 
the kitchen fit your par- 
ticular life-style. 

Begin kitchen planning by 
considering your family's 
needs and preference and 
the centers required to meet 
those needs. That is the first 
step in designing a kitchen

“It’s a feeling of lacking 
tenseness,’’ she says 
“People feel relaxed and 
really very good.”” 

But spring can, and often 


does, have its negative ef- 


fects. 


“It's possible that there 
will be an increase, in the 
suicide rate because & 
depressed person has. been 
hoping for a rebirth all 
winter long,” she says.- 

What happens, says) Dr. 
Reeves, is while it appears 
that everyone else is: “out 
and around,” the depressed 
person still finds that7he is 
alone, with no) one to share 
the new season. 

Dr. Reeves points out that 
it’s not unusual to find the 
crime rate’ decreasing 
during spring. : 

She attributes that ta two 
key elements. ‘‘First of all, 
more people are outside. And 
secondly, there are «more 
hours of daylight.” 

Dr. Reeves says.-that 
during the winter months, 
when there are fewer hours 
of daylight, crime rates tend 
to risé, especially between 5 
and 7 p.m. 

Spring, however, gives 
encouragement to many that 
winter’s snow and cold have 
finally ‘passed. 

“In the northern 
hemisphere, it’s even more 
prominent because we see 
the migration of birds, 
something that reassures us 
that, in fact, it’s spring.”

The Appellate Court at 
Mount Vernon decided not to 
hear the appeal to Judge 
Goldenhersh’s injunction 
and sent it directly to the 
Illinois Supreme Court, 
which heard arguments on 
the case in November.

Portell had let it be known 
that he wanted equipment 
from Burroughs Cor- 
poration, University City, 
Mo. and the Central Services 
Committee, whose job it is to 
recommend the lowest and 
most responsible bid, had 
chosen a machine from 
Monroe Division-Litton 
Business Systems of Alton. 

The controversy ended 
with a majority of the board 
supporting the committe. By 
a vote of 17 to 8, the board 
refused an’ amendment 
which would have given 
Portell the machine he was 
asking for. 

Several county board 
members argued that 
Portell knew which machine 
would best fill the needs of 
his office and that he should 
be allowed his choice. 

Roberts, a new member of 
the Central Services Com- 
mittee, had other ideas. 
What was the purpose of his 
committee if no one was 
going to listen to it? 

“If we aren’t a viable 
committee, then we 
shouldn’t be there,” he said. 

“Is a filibuster 
ayailable?”, he asked, only 
half joking. He said he felt 
strongly enough about the 
issue to try that tactic. 

Dan Partney of Granite 
City, also on the committee, 
said if the winning bid is 
already “cut and dried” 
there is no point for the 
committee to waste its time 
and the money it takes to 
advertise. 

{We'll get back into the 
same rut where people won’t 
bid with the county because 
they are shafted around,” he 
said.

Thus, the nuclear family is considered 
the main focal unit and source of emotional support, 
especially for the woman.

‘There are, incontrast, widows who are able to retain 


There are widows who are fully 
active in neighborhood, church, and job. 

There are widows who lead a truly urban life, 
utilizing the resources the society has developed to 
meet the social,. service, emotional, and exonomic 
needs of it members. ‘ 

"These are the women with personal resources of 
‘ability, health, adequate finances, and past lifestyle 
habits to live independently, drawing to themselves 
support of their own choosing. They developed a 
network of relationships in marriage that they are able 
to continue, with modifications and replacements, in 
widowhood. 

‘As our society moves into the future and women 
acquire more education and flexibility in moving in 
and out of the home and the job market, the numbers of 
such independent widows will expand. 

‘We know much less about widowers because there 
have been few studies of their situation. 

‘According to a 1974 “U.S. News and World Report’ 
survey comparing death, accident, alcoholism, and 
mental health statistics for widows and widowers, the 
men showed greater signs of personal disorganization 
than the women. 

Yet our society seems less worried about widowers 
than widows — an attitude that reflects the traditional 
assumption that a woman cannot live independently 
without a man. 

Recent research of metropolitan Chicago widows 
indicates that many are independent, and that the most 
successful are women who have developed their own 
personal resources rather than depending entirely on 
the resources provided by their husbands or children. 

Many others, unfortunately, live very restrictively in 
spite of a vast network of resources that urban 
America has developed for its members in need.
